President Wilson, it is declared, has 
refused all pleas on behalf of the coal 
producers for another chance to con- 
duct their business independently during 
the war. Having signed the food bill 
which gives the trade commission power 
to control the coal industry, the presi- 
dent has determined to direct it to un- 
dertake the job at once, it is stated. 

Whether tnere will be a residential 
proclamation on the subject is not 
known, but there were rumors about 
the commission headquarters tonight 
that a proclamation of unusual char- 
acter regarding the coal situation was 
expected next week. 


Railroads Poo] Interests. 

The original suggestion of the trade 
commission was for a pooling of both 
coal production and transportation facil- 
ities, but since that time the railroad 
interests of the country have been pooled 
under one operating committee which 
will codperate with the government 
through the council.of national defense. | 
For this reason it probably will not be 
necessary at this time for the govern- 
ment to take control of railroad opera- 
tion. 

Neither is it the present intention of 
the government to take over the opera- 
tion of the mines, but merely to control 
the sale of the coal through a pooling 
arrangement whereby it can maintain 
price levels.

Making it clear that the food admin- 
istration was called into being to sta- 
bilize and not to disturb conditions and 
to defend honest enterprise against il- 
legitimate competition, Mr. Hoover's 
statement says: 

The hopes of the food administration 
are threefold. First, to so guide the 
trade in the fundamental food com- 
modities as to eliminate vicious specula- 
tion, extortion. and wasteful practices, 
and to stabilize prices in the essential 
staples. Second, to guard our exports 
so against the world’s shortage we 
retain sufficient’ supplies for our own 


‘| people, and to cotperate with the allies 


to prevent inflation of prices, and, third, 
that we stimulete in every manner 
within our power the saving of our food 
in order that we may increase exports 
to our allies to a point which will enable 
them to properly provision their armies 
and to feed their peoples during the 
coming winter. 


Must Feed Our Allies. 

The deep obligation is upon us to feed 
the armies and the peoples associated 
with us in this struggle. The diversion 
of 40,000,000 of their men to war or war 
work, the additional millions of women 
drafted to the places of their husbands 
and brothers, the toll of the submarine, 
have all conspired to so reduce produc- 
tion that their harvests this autumn will 
fall 600,000,000 bushels of grain below 
their normal production. ? 

“Before the war we exported but 80,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat per annum. 
This year, by one means or another, we 
must find for them 225,000,000 bustiels, 
and this in the face of a short crop. Our 
best will but partly meet their needs, for 
}even then they must reduce their bread 
consumption 25 per cent, and it will be 


war bread they must eat—war bread, of 
which a portion consists of other 
coresia. 


Already the greater call for meat and 
animal products, due to the stress of war

‘Drastic reduction of consumption 
among our allies falls upon the old peo- 
ple and the women and children, and 
any shortage in the supplies we may 
send them will fall upon this clase and 
this class only, for until they are re- 
duced to starvation they themselves will 
insist on every sacrifice in order that 
their fighters in the trenches and the 
men and women in the munition fac- 
tories may be maintained. 7

Details and arrangements for feeding 
and munitioning the men in the 
trenches, and for carrying back the 
wounded and disposing of the dead must 
be worked out. : 

The operations department of the gen- 
eral staff must have familiarized itself 
with every square yard of the territory 
upon which our men will fight. 

Artillery officers and men must have 
learned all there is to know about the 
French 75 fleldpieces, as well as the 
fine art of creating a creeping barrage 
fire just ahead of their own advancing 
infantry without dropping shells — 
the latter. 

There must be adequate — 
machine gun redoubts, vast subterra- 
nean shelters, and all the other com-

Reserve Must Be Ready. 

For every regiment in action a reserve 
battalion from which can be drawn the 
drafts of men required to keep the unit 
up to full strength must be created in 
the United States. 

A reserve store of ammunition of all 
kinds must be in readiness sufficient 
to guard against every emergency. 

The number of horses and mules now 
available must be increased and so must 
the number of motor trucks. 

These eight essential cogs in the mighty 
engine behind the firing line do not by 
any means complete the list of require- 
ments. They give a fair idea, however, 
of the magnitude of the job that is being 
tackled by Maj. Gen. Pershing and his 
assistants, and ought to give the people

Hinton G. Clabaugh, head of the bu-T 
reau of investigation of the department 
of justice in Chicago, returned last night 
from Washington, where he conferred 
with A. Bruce Bielaski, his chief, and 
other officials.

Charges that three Chicago packing 
ompanies—Armour & Co., Morris & Co., 
sid Libby, McNeill & Libby—have been 
mying up the California tomato crop, 
Mang the price up to unprecedented 
yeights and shutting out the wholesaler 
and retailer, who originally bought di- 
rectly from the California producers, 
were filed with the federal trade com- | 
mission today. 

‘Investigators have reported to the 
emmission that the Chicago packers, 
who never purchased canned tomatoes 
ip the California market prior to 1917, 
have run the price up from 85 cents a 
nen Cans to $1.30 a dozen in their buy- 
ing, and by so doing have brought about 
a condition which will necessitate an 
Advance in price of from 6 to 8 cents 
to the wholesaler, which eventually will 
mean that the retailer and consumer 
gust pay more than nen tor canned 


tomatoes. 

Answer to Packers’ Defense. 

In the complaint filed with the com- 
mission it was said the packers ex- 
plained that they had been forced to 
‘buy in large quantities of tomatoes in 
California because of shortage of labor 
in other markets. The complaint an- 
wers this argument with the statement 
that the buying was done in January 
and February of this year, months be- 
fore the crop was planted. 

The three Chicago firms, the com- 
plaint says, already have purchased 
from the California producers 96,000 
dozen cans of tomatoes, all but 5,000 
dozen purchased at prices ranging from 
96 cents to 31.30 a dozen
